REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The prior art, Belzberg (US 6,134,535), teaches a computer automated stock 
exchange trading system whereby a graphic user interface is used to select parameters 
including share symbol, price selection, order size, and transaction type; the system 
further capable of trading a basket of shares substantially instantaneously. 

Belzberg lacks the teaching of a basket open view comprising the combination of 
a name field, a share threshold field, a weighting field, a share threshold field, an index 
type field, and an assets field; in further combination with a basket trade view 
comprising the combination of a minimum amount field, an order entry field indicating a 
condition or not, a condition field, a weighting field, and a variance field; a relationship 
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view; a basket balancing view; an asset search view; a basket rotate view; and a gallery 
basket view. 

The prior art, W095/27945, teaches a data processing system for financial debt 
instrument whereby the debt instrument is based on an underlying basket of stocks 
optimally selected to track an established capital market. 

W095/27945 lacks the teaching of a basket open view comprising the 
combination of a name field, a share threshold field, a weighting field, a share threshold 
field, an index type field, and an assets field; in further combination with a basket trade 
view comprising the combination of a minimum amount field, an order entry field 
indicating a condition or not, a condition field, a weighting field, and a variance field; a 
relationship view; a basket balancing view; an asset search view; a basket rotate view; 
and a gallery basket view. 

The prior art, PR Newswire, "ACCUTRADE INC., A LEADER IN DISCOUNT 
BROKERAGE, INTRODUCES NEW WINDOWS-BASED BROKERAGE SERVICE", 
teaches a brokerage service whereby investors can trade a basket of stocks. 

The PR Newswire article lacks the teaching of a basket open view comprising the 
combination of a name field, a share threshold field, a weighting field, a share threshold 
field, an index type field, and an assets field; in further combination with a basket trade 
view comprising the combination of a minimum amount field, an order entry field 
indicating a condition or not, a condition field, a weighting field, and a variance field; a

relationship view; a basket balancing view; an asset search view; a basket rotate view;
